Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Applicants' remarks and arguments filed February 6, 
2009 with respect to the objection to claims 45, 62, 73 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive.

wherein said polling signals include an initial transmission having a seed 
packet and wherein said slave units determine a hop frequency to send a 
response to that particular polling signal as a function of the information 
contained in the seed packet and as a function of an address assigned to the 
slave unit 

wherein said polling signals include an initial transmission having a seed 
packet and wherein said slave units are adapted to determine a hop frequency to 
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send a response to that particular polling signal as a function of the information 
contained in the seed packet and as a function of an address assigned to the 
slave unit 

Claims 45, 62, 73 and their corresponding dependent claims are therefore 
allowed.
